Frith went and told Constable Campbell 
that he had killed Bailey, after which 
ho went to his house to breakfast, and 
remained there until lie was arrested. 

While the constable was taking thi; 
murderer to the city, the sergeant of 
marines had found the remains of the 
victim. They had searched several of 
the buildings without result, when one 
of the marines looked through the tran- 
som 'of the oi! store room in which the 
tragedy had been committed, and lie 
saw the dead body lying in a "pool of 
blood on the Qoo'r, The marii i broke 
in the locked d.ior. They found the 
murdered man's body lying stretched 
out, face downward, just as the unfor 
tunate man had fallen. Blood was Still 
ooz'U) "loin a small .wound at tho back 
of liij head, and from a small, wound 
in *h? forehead for the ball cartridge 
from the h';iivy bull-dog revolver had 
penetrated the skull, and had after en- 
tering the back of the head come out 
at the forehead.

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THE SHITTING COMBINE. 

At the time the Morgan Shipping 
Trust was formed for the control of the 
Atlantic trade, conditions were- very dif 
ferent from what they are today. Ton- 
nage was scarce and rates were high, as 
a result of the enoraotia miniber of 
vessels engaged in tho .South African 
transport business. Now tonnage is 
plentiful and rates are low. The psy- 
chological moment Mr. Morgan chose 
for buying up a large fleet of antiquated 
steamers at a price greatly in excess of 
their real value was :i time when it did 
not matter whether a steamer was an- 
tiquated or not. It could get all the 
passengers and freight it could carry. 
Now, however, a very sharp distinction 
i« made between the best boats and the 
second best, while tho latter are sub- 
jected to grievous competition at the 
hands of boats only a. little worse than 
they are. Mr. Morgan has arrived in 
New York. His pretence there is stated 
to be entirely unconnected with the 
business of the Shipping Trust. Yet he 
is accompanied by Sir Clinton Darvkins, 
■of the London linn, and Henry Wilding, 
European manager of the International 
Mercantile Company, and theso gentle- 
men are in 'New York for tho purpose 
of holding conferences upon the situa- 
tion. In London the belief is that a re- 
-eonst ruction of the Morgan Shipping 
'Trust, involving an assessment, 
will be necessary. The Morgan Shipping 
'Trust possesses 140 vessels, not one of 
which is as fast as the four big prize 
i boats of the two German lines.* Its 
- earning power entirely depends on the 
' capacity of slow, antiquated boats to 
get business. At the time it was ilont- 
• ed, the rate on wheat to Glasgow was 
. about I) cents, it is now 3 cents, or less 
if it quantity is offered. 'All freight rates 
.are lower. Three boats of the Leyland 
Dine, owned by the Morgan Trust, have 
.already been laid up, and more will fol- 
low unless they continue to be run at a 
dead loss. The position which con- 
fronts the Trust is that it cannot earn 
dividends on its enormous capital with- 
out keeping its plant working to its full 
■capacity, and it cannot keep its plant 
(working to its full capacity in tho pres- 
ent condition of Atlantic business. That 
is the position over which conferences 
arc to ho held, and wo sincerely hope 
that the conferences of the promoters of 
this outrageous concern will do them a 
Lot of good. There is only one way out 
of the difliculty for the Trust, and that 
is the devotion of enormous sums of 
xuouey to the improvement of its lleet. 
iPor financial reasons that way is closed. 
The promoters are certainly not going 
.to subscribe the money, underwriters 
have their safes full of the scrip now, 
.and the public will have nothing to do 
with its securities. What then? Con- 
ferences in New York can 'find no solu- 
tion of such a problem as that. The 
Gunard company is discovering the same 
Jiind of competition as that affecting the 
Shipping Trust, but the Cunard com- 
pany is able to meet it. The proportion 
of poor boats to good boats in the Canard 
fleet is norma !. It can meet the com- 
petition in two ways, first, by cutting 
rates on the slow boats, and second, by 
improving the calibre of its fleet. It is 
doing both of these things. But in or- 
der to do the former, it is obliged to 
withdraw, as it has done, from an ar- 
rangement with the Trust. The Trust 
itself can do neither of them success- 
fully, and the action /if the Cunard com- 
pany merely aggravates tile difficulties 
of its position.

■William Titt. But that we 'had ft -Pitt 
instead of a Robespierre, a period or 
expansion, instead of one of fruitless 
conquest, the initiation of sober, decent, 
and patient reform, instead of the wild 
excesses of the French Revolution, how 
much of that is owed to the life work of 
the great religious revolutionary, John 
[Wesley ? France 'bad Rousseau, Eng- 
land, John Wesley. The cue. wrote tho 
Social Contract, the other awakened the 
souls of men to the meaning of faith, 
hopo and charity. The difference is 
writ large in the history of their re- 
spective countries; What was the es- 
sential character of the Wesleyau move- 
ment? To answer that question it is 
necessary to glance at the experience of 
iJotn Wesley himself. He wns a man 
in tho prime of life, a man of great 
piety itnd exemplary behaviour, but 
without any consciousness of a particu- 
lar mission, when tit the hands of a 
Moravian missionary, he suddenly un- 
derwent an experience somewhat sim- 
ilar to that which overtook St. (Paul on 
the rond to Damascus. From that mo- 
ment Wesley became unconscious ot 
himself, and conscious only of his mis- 
sion to his ifellow men. "John Wesley 
himself," as a critic says of him, "was 
certainly not a great theologian. His 
tendency was practical rather than theo- 
retical. Apart from the fervor of his 
Christian life and the intensity of tils 
evangelistic zeal, the qualities that con- 
tributed most to the success and Jier- 
manenco of the Wesleyau movement 
were the qualities of the man of af- 
fairs rather than those of tho thinker. 
iMacaulay ascribes to John Wesley a 
'genius for government not inferior to 
that of Richeliou.' (Buckle character 
izes liini as 'the first of theological states 
men.' Leslie Stephen says of him: "No 
such it sder of men appeared in the 
eighteenth century.' Coleridge charac- 
terizes Wesley as more logical than phil- 
osophical, and Isaac Taylor .character- 
izes him as more intuitional than phil- 
osophical. Both these statements seem 
to be just. His opinions were formed, 
sometimes by a sort of intuitive com 
moil sense, sometimes under the influ- 
ence Of some particular line of argu- 
ment which appeared to him conclusive. 
Opinions which he had adopted he could 
defend with incisive logic. But his was 
hot the philosophical temper which sur- 
veys the whole field of co-ordinated sub- 
jects, judicially weighs all kinds, of evi- 
dence, and develops broad and consis- 
tent systems of thought. In these qual- 
ities and the limitotions which they in- 
volve, Wesley reminds us of thoso two 
earlier reformers who constituted his 
.spiritual ancestry, St Paul and 'Luther. 
Wesley's exposition of the doctrine of 
sanctification, or Christian perfection, 
which may bo considered, perhaps, his 
chief contribution to dogmatic theology, 
involves some pretty bad psychology 
and equally bad exegesis. If he bad 
been a deeper thinker] lie would have 
realized that the, Arminian theology is 
not, any more than the Calvinistie, a 
complete solution of the problems and 
mysteries of ' tho ages. But Wesley's 
theology, if not very profound nor very 
philosophical, had at least the merit of 
being practical. It. was a theology that 
could be preached. It presented the 
great characteristic truths of Chris- 
tianity in such shape as to make them 
intelligible to the common people, find 
serviceable as the inspiration of Chris- 
tian life. 'Our main doctrines,' said 
Wesley, 'which include all the rest, are 
repentance, faith, and holiness. Tho 
first of these we account, as it were, as 
the porch of religion, the next the door, 
the third religion itself.' " The practi- 
cal effects of tho Wosleyan revival of 
religion were soon noticeable. The pub- 
lic mind was awakened to a profound 
sympathy with the oppressed and the de- 
graded. This "enthusiasm of humanity" 
soon worked a reformation in that mur- 
derous peuni code which had served, not 
to curb, but to render more ferocious iho 
evil passions of man. John Howard was 
the friend of John Wesley, and grate- 
fully acknowledged the inspiration re- 
ceived from Wesley's words and life. 
His noble career of philanthropy was 
an expression of one phase of the spirit 
of the great revival. The legislative re- 
forms by which the physical and moral 
welfare of the pom- and the helpless has 
been protected against tho greed of cap- 
ital and the temptations of vice, the 
regulation of hours and conditions of 
labor, the safeguarding of those engaged 
in perilous occupations, the restriction 
of the traffic in intoxicating 'liquors, are 
among the fruits of the philanthropic 
spirit which sprang to life in the great

The fact that English capi- 
tal is seeking investment in tho city, is 
indicative of confidence in Victoria's 
future by financiers who in laying out 
their money in local improvements 
would approach the situation from a 
conservative standpoint. Mr. Cleland 
also states that a meeting of the credi- 
tors of the estaitc- will bo hold imme- 
diately sifter the syndicate has made its 
decision in respect to taking up the 
option.

WORLD'S OLDEST CODE OF LAW. 

Of recent finds in the East, none is of 
more interest to scholars than the stele 
of Hammurabi discovered by De Mor- 
gan in Susa. A study of this impor- 
tant document, from the pen of Dr. Wil- 
liam Hayes Ward, will appear in the 
July Century. Hammurabi reigned in 
Babylon about 2250 B.C, ; and his code 
carried back the history of law a thou- 
sand years or more. Comparisons of 
.Hammurabi's code with the Mosaic 
legislation shows' tho former to he, on 
the whole, very much more humane. If- 
a man has given his wife, son, or daugh- 
ter to serve in payment of a debt, they 
shall not serve more than, three years 
and shall go freo ou the fourth; the He- 
brew law said the seventh. The con- 
ditions of the country appear in the pro- 
vision that if a thunderstorm hits rav- 
aged a debtor's field, or there lias been 
a drought, the debtor shall be released 
for that year, his note altered, and ho 
interest charged.

WHY JAPANESE ARE SMATJ-. 

Recently the editor of Cliouo-TCnron, 
a journal published at Tokio. deter- 
mined to find out why the Japanese, 
ms a rule are. of lower stature than 
the natives of other countries, nnd. 
after spending considerable time at 
the task he arrived at the conclusion 
that the reason, is because from time 
immemorial' they have been accus- 
tomed to squat on mats in Turkish 
fashion, instead of sitting down on 
chairs, as the American and Europeans 
do. The Japanese method of sitting, 
he says, interferes with the free cir- 
culation of the bloodj Aud naturally 
prevents the limbs from ^elng thor- 
oughly developed.

by five of six centimeters .than their 
ancestors were at u similar hge, and 
he maintains that the reason is be- 
cause the former, when they nttend 
school tiro obliged to sit: on benches, 
whereas the latter squatted while they 
learned their lessons. That the Jap- 
anese ought to be taller than they are 
is the editor's opinion, and he has ap- 
pealed to the government to prohibit 
the use of mats pointing out thai un- 
til that is done the soldiers of Japan 
will neither be as tall nor as vigorous 
as the soldiers of other 'Countries.—

N the long line of the world's bene- 
factors there is possibly no name 
more -worthy of honor or deserving 
of commemoration than that of John 
Wesley, the founder 1 under Providence 
of the Methodist Church. 

" If men are to be measured by the 
■work they have accomplished, John 
Wesley can hardly fail to be recorded as 
tlio greatest figure that has appeared in 
the religions world since the days of the 
Reformation," so says the eminent his- 
torian. John Richard Green. 

Great and widespread interest is 
being taken in celebrating the two 
hundredth birthday of this great and 
good man. Ho lived during the reigns 
of three British sovereigns— George I., 
George IT., and George III. 

■He was horn in the rural village of 
Bpworth, in Lincolnshire, on June IT, 
170!?, which date, owing to the adoption 
of the Gregorian calendar in 1751, now 
falls on June 28. 

In the Dominion and throughout the 
world the birthday of this honored 
apostle and preacher of righteousness 
will be fittingly observed by appropriate 
references to his life and work. 

It is remarkable that the father and 
grandfather were clergymen in the 
Established Church, who. refusing to 
obey the Act of Uniformity, were 
driven from their homes and pulpits, and 
by the Five-Mile Act were prohibited 
from approaching their former parishes 
or any borough town. They, ho\. ever, 
found' refuge, and the pulpits of the 
Nonconformists gladly welcomed those 
ambassadors of the cross. 

iSnrauel Wesley, futiier of tlio founder 
of Methodism, was born at Whitchurch 
in KSG6. When about 15 years of ape 
lie was sent to London to train for the 
Nonconfoi-mist ministry, brt after a 1 riof 
period changed his mind and decided 



His father had tried to get tip the stair's 
to rescue him, but was driven back by 
the Jlanies. A ladder was formed by 
■one man standing on the shoulders of 
Another, and young Wesley was saved 
just before the roof fell in. For this 
•miraculous escape Samuel.Wesley bowed 
: iu prayer on the village green, and 
young Wesley never forgot his great 
deliverance. "He was a brand plucked 
: froin the burning,"' 

I At the age of 13 years Wesley left 
•home for the Charterhouse School, Lon- 
don, whore he remained for three years, 
•after which he entered Oxford Univer- 
sity. In this university, the first in 
Europe, Wesley received 1 that solid 
training in the* Greek Classics, Hebrew 
'and Latin. Wesley gave himself up to 
Intense study, and as ho had a most 
retentive memory, ho made rapid 
progress. Ho touched on every brunch 
'of human learning, and only art seemed 
'til be a subject for which ho had not 
leisure. Yet the love of the beautiful 
in nature was highly appreciated. In 
classics and ' mathematics he made 
rapid progress, and his Skill in logic 
was greatly admired. In 1"20 he was 
'chosen Fellow of Lincoln College, Ox- 
Iford, which brought him an income of 
'£140 ( per annum. Ho became Greek 
lecturer, and was one of the best 
scholars of the age. He graduated; as 
IM. A. the following year, and a year 
'later was ordained to the work of the 
Christian ministry by Dr. John Potter, 
(Bishop of Oxford. 

John Wesley had been acting as his 
father's curate for a brief period, and in 
ITCIf) he returned to Oxford. His 
brother Charles had induced a number 
of students to observe with him weekly 
communion. The accession of John" 
IWeslev gave weight and character to 
this little society. The' first bond of 
i 
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' The first organized' form of Metho- 
dism was tlio United Society; established 
in ITT'.O in the disused foundry in Moor- 
fields, which became the headquarters 
of Methodism until the City Itonil 
Chapel wns built in 177.H. City Boatl 
Chapel will bold a congregation of 1,500, 
and behind it. were apartments for Wes- 
ley and his helpers. 

Shut out from the Church of Phigland, 
to which he had always been loyal, but 
determined obey God's cull b> protlcli, 
lie found opportunities in thu open air 
and tlio streets. His duty was dear, 
and with the sublime statement, "Tbo 
"world is my parish," he .began his 
laborious travels tliroughout England, 
Ireland and Scotland. 
' By his wide scholarship and snuuil 
culture he laid the foundations for that 
theolOfc'.cal system which it is not too 
much to say is at once comprehensive. 
Scriptural and best ndnpied to universal 
needs — a system ever-widening in its in- 
IfttiPTKie, modifying other types of re- 
ligions thought, and which gives promise 
of becoming the theology of the church 
of the future. Eliminating iyiuit was 
false, he retained what was scriptural, 
and combined them with .matchless skill, 
llle accepted the Augustiniaa doctrine of 
sin, but rejected its theory of decrees, 
He accepted the Pelagian doctrine of 
the wilh but repudiated that teaching 
which denied the depravity of 111:111 11111I 
the necessity of spiritual aid. He ac- 
cepted the spectacular theory of Abelaml 
and the substitutionary theory of 
Anselm, relative to the work of Christ, 
but utterly rejected the rationalism of 
the one and the commercial theory of 
the atonement of the other. He it copi- 
ed the perfectionist theory and deoji 
spirituality taught by Pus-al nnd the 
'Port Royalists, hut rejected their quiet- 
ist teachings; which destroy all the 
(benevolent activities of the Christian 
life. He accepted the doctrine of uni- 
versal redemption as taught by the 
early Armenians, hut was carnal to 
denounce the semi-Pelagian ltuxity whicli 
marked the teachings of the later 
schools of remonstrants. He joined with 
the several Socinian schools in exalting 
the benevolence and mercy of God, but 
never faltered in his declaration of the 
.perpetuity of punishment. He magni- 
fied the efficiency of Divine grace with 
the most earnest Calvinists, but at the 
same time asserted that salvation was

to enter Oxford University as a student. 
'He worked as servitor, composed exer- 
cises for the other students, and wrote 
verses, which enabled him to maintain 
'himself during his five years' residence 
in the university. All the. money he 
received from his family was live shil- 
lings; and he was nblo by his thrift 
and industry to save ten pounds during 
'his college course. 

' At the age of 22 years he took his 
'B. A. degree, and two mouths later was 
'ordained a deacon by Bishop Sprat of 
'Bromley, and received an appointment 
as, curate in London at a salary of £28 a 
'year. In a short time he was acting as 
chaplain in the navy at a stipend of £70 
per annum. 

Susannah Wesley, mother of the 
'founder of the Methodist Church, was a 
'daughter of Hr. Samuel Annesley, 
nephew of the Earl of Anglesea. Ho 
had boon Vicar of St. Giles. Cripplegate, 
lint was ejected from the living by the 
'Act of Uniformity. Mrs. Wesley was 
'a most remarkable woman. Every bio- 
grapher of Wesley dwells at length on 
the influence of his mother. All her 
'children were trained in the literature of 
'tlio day. In her homo she adopted a 
'code of rules and regulations which she 
enforced with military precision. At the 
age of twenty years she was married to 
Samuel Wesley, a brave, pious, learned 
hut impecunious London curate. Samuel 
'Wesley's strong fort was not, finance, 
lint literature, poetry, theology and 
liomiletics, consequently Mrs. Wesley 
'was obliged to take the oversight of the 
Imsiness affairs of the. homo. She was 
not only a model mother, leaving an im- 
pression on her own family, hut on the 
Methodism of history. 
' In the struggles of the English rovolu- 
'tion of 1,088 which fixed anew the 
Protestant faith of England, Rev. 
Samuel Wesley, a young clergyman who 
'had been offered preferment if ho would 
attach himself to King James and tlio 
Catholics, was the first to write in favor 
of William and Mary. His book was 
'dedicated to the Queen, who rewarded 
him with tlio living at Epworth. valued 
at £200, in which place lie remained for 
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association besides observing the weekly 
communion was the common study of 
the Greek Testament, to which they 
added regular fasting, the observation of 
stated hours for private devotion, the 
visitation of the sick, the poor and the 
people in prison, and the instruction of 
neglected children. Of a variety of 
derisive names they received, that of 
"Methodists" prevailed— a name of re- 
proach- then, but a name of honor now 
throughout the world. It was a sobri- 
quet, the fitness of whicli remained n 
special feature of Wesley's character 
tliroughout his life. ' 

The year 1733 was a memorable one, 
as it brought death to the Rev. Samuel 
Wesley, rector of Epworth. Wesley re- 
fused to become his father's successor, 
and sailed for Georgia as a missionary 
to the Indians. During the passage 
great storms arose, and Wesley felt 
afraid to die. In conversation with 
some pious Moravians who were on 
board ho ascertained that there wns a 
peace and joy that a person could pos- 
sess even when angry waves were dash- 
ing over the vessel. The Moravians 
were quite calm, and continued singing 
hymns whilst the other passengers wore 
alarmed and crying. This experience 
struck Mr. Wesley as being peculiar, 
and he decided to find out the secret of 
this peace and holy calm possessed by 
the Moravians. 

His mission was a failure. A quarrel 
arose in Savannah among the school 
children. Those children who attended 
school with shoe's and stockings on their 
feet despised and taunted those who 
had none. Wesley took charge of the 
school and appeared without shoes or 
stockings, hut their new master kept 
them at their tasks, and before the 
week closed all were cured of thoir 
vanity, and left their shoes and stockings 
at home.

press in our day by a single man, and 
that man a hard-working clergyman, 
would be remarkable; in Wesley's day 
It was marvelous. 

The success whicli crowned the minis- 
try of Wesley brought into prominence 
iv-hnt must be regarded as one of the 
crowning attributes of his character — his 
power of organization. Nothing sets 
forth the essential greatness of a man, 
mid gives to him snch historic pre- 
eminence, us the power to organize. The 
names that stand peerless in govern- 
ment) in war. and in the annals of the 
(Lurch were perhaps more distinguished 
in this particular than in any other. 
This talent for government Wesley pos- 
sessed in an extraordinary degree. 
Macaulay said, "He had the genius of a 
Itiehelieu in directing and controlling 
men." lie organized not only godly 
ministers, but pious lay helpers, .both 
men and women. Those wero sent 
everywhere to preach the gosp*el, and did 
not confine their labors to consecrated 



mid church polity. Wherevci- we look 
we notice that it is "inonnrohial enough 
for al! wise authority, it honors the 
sovereign of England ; republican 
enough, it thrives under the Stars and 
Stripes." Wonderful in its adaptation 
to the masses. To-day aver 30-,0OO,00O 
Methodists celebrate, with joy ami 
thanking the birth of this man of Cod; 
and the ministers of Methodism who 
preach the Gospel in over 100 tongues 
testify Jo the increasing power of 
Methodism in the world. 

Wesley's life covers almost tho cen- 
tury. He was born in 1703 and died in 
1701, at the ago of S3 years. On Feb- 
ruary 2.'!, 171*1, John Wesley proaehod 
his last sermon at Leatherhcad, from the 
text, "Seek ye the Lord while He may 
be found, call ye upon Him while He is 
near." On the 2Gth et February he 
wrote his fnr-.l letter. It was addressed 
to Wilberforco, tud was an exhortation, 
to pcrscveranco in his parliamentary 
labors against the African slave trade. 
This completed his work. 

On Monday, February 28, 1701, he 
was lethargic. On Tuesday,,, the 1st of 
'March, he began the day by singing, 
lie asked for pen and ink, hut could not 
write. A friend, taking tho pen, said: 
"What shall I write?" "Nothing," said 
the dying patriarch, but that "God is 
with us." Collecting his breath, he ex- 
claimed: "The best of all is God is 
with us," and the following morning — 
March 2, 1791, surrounded by many of 
11 is old friends, preachers and others, he 
died. 

His monument in Westminster Abbey 
is situate midway between the "Poets' 
Comer" and the nave of the Abbey, 
'being near to the smaller monument of 
Dr. Isaac Watts, and in close neighbor- 
hood to the memorials of men of genius 
and learning. Dr. Daniels eloquently 
remarks: "It is but just ihat some 
memorial of that royal man should be 
set vii t among the tombs of England's 
princes, bishops, heroes and statesmen. 
Other men have been kings by the acci- 
dent of birth of royal blood. John Wes- 
ley reignad by virtue of the Divine 
anointing. Other bishops have "worn the 
mitre and carried the keys through the 
devious workings of state church prefer- 
ment. John Wesley was a bishop by 
The grace of God. Other heroes nave 
earned their honors by ravaging sea and 
land to kill, burn and destroy; Wesley, 
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o!) years. This rectory was a three- 
stoned building of timber and rdasu'i', 
with a thatched roof and containing 
seven rooms. When John Wesley wits 
a boy of six years of age. a lire brok's 
out at midnight and spread with such 
'amazing rapidity thai in fifteen minutes 
from, tlie time of the first ahum the 
Imilding fell in with a crash. Little 
John had not heard the nurse call, and 
was sound asleep. When he awoke he 
noticed tho room all ablaze, and called 
for his nurse, but, receiving no answer, 
climbed upon a chest near the window. 



accepting Christ by faith. On May 24, 
1738, whilst listening to a layman read- 
ing Luther's Preface to the Epistle to 
the Romans, Wesley said: "I felt my 
heart strangely warmed. .1 felt. 1 did 

not trust in Christ Christ alone — for 

salvation; and an assurance was given 
me that lie hail taken away all my sins, 
even mine, aiiiLsaved*nie from the law 
of sin and "eath." 

This event, says ILecky in his History 
of . England, in the eighteenth century, 
which took place in that iiuniMo meeting, 
1 forms an epoch in English history. 



depeudent on the volitions of a will that 
iwas radically free. The theology of 
Wesley published the glad evangel that 
the invited Spirit will throne Himself 
as a witness of sonship and a comforter 
divine in every willing heart. It holds 
out the possibilities of a victory over flu' 
apostate nature by asserting a sanctiti- 
cation which is entire, and a uorleo 
love which is not ultimate and final, Wit 
.progressive in its development for ever. 

■Wesley was not boisterous, not even 
amid great excitement. He .was clear, 
calm and incisive. He bad a sweet, 
melodious voice, and arguments that 
carried conviction whenever he pleached. 
He traveled 29O,0(KJ miles and preache:! 
•10,500 sermons in all; in fact, as 11 
preacher few were able to equal. Him, 
and perhaps he is without a superior. 

die was able to read more than 2,000 
volumes, to edit a monthly magazine, 
and to write more than 200 volumes, in- 
cluding works on history, philosophy, 
literature, electricity and theology.; lie 
kept a journal from the time ho went 
to Oeorgia in 1733 until 1700, the 
autumn before his death; It is n record 
of singular minuteness— the events ol Ins 
personal life— and is replete with curious 
incideiits, criticisms of bonks, theological 
and philosophical speculations, and refer- 
ences to contemporary men and events, 
die published 1 a •number of tracts before 
the origin of the Tract Society. The 
text books for Kingswood Sclio-ol wew 
prepared by Wesley himself. Tliey arc 
reniarkaihle for their conciseness and 
simplicity — English, Latin, -Greek, He- 
Ibrew and French, grammars, couitieii- 
dltims of logic and philosophy, :m Eng j 
lish dictionary, and a history of Home. 

For the promotion of Christian knowl- 
edge he sent a Christian library com- 
posed of the choicest works of practical 
divinity. "Appeals to the Men of 
'Reason and Religion,." •'History of 
England," "H.Jtory of the Church.!'. 
"Notes on the New Testament," "prig; 
inal Sin," "The Armenian Magazine' 
were some of his many publications, 
•Wesley soon had his own bookstore ,nni|' 
his own printing press, and he was the 
Iflrst to break down the barriers whicli 
high prices and 1 elaborate style hail 
thrown around tlio more important de- 
partments of knowledge, placing them 
Beyond the reach of the masse*. Ho 
reduced many folios and qitartos to 
Ipoeket form, mid waded through the 
amiss of learned works of his day, 
simplifying, multiplying end ch'eapeuinK 
them and placing them ill the cottages 
and bevels of the poor, so that the lllORt 
useful am! eutertai'iing knowledge was 
iwit'.iin their reach. 

It rainy be questioned whether any 
English writer of the last or present 
century has equalled him in the number, 
of his productions. Such a use of the

Six hundred men are regularly employed 
ou the new Hteamshin Kaiser Wllhelm. 
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X Thursday. February 10, 1S50, 
the steamship Pacific brought to 
Victoria the first ' .Methodist mis- 
sionaries for Vancouver Island 
and British Columbia, then two separate 
colonies. This pioneer hand of Tobn 
Wesley's successors consisted of Rever- 
ends Ephraim Evans, 1). D., Edward 
White, Arthur Rrowning and the 
present writer. 

The tiring of the ship's signal gun 11s 
she dropped anchor in the outer harbor 
was followed by the arrival alongside 
of Mr. J. T. l'idweil, from whom all 
received a Cornish welcome to the Land 
of tl|o 'Setting Sun. Once landed, the 
whole party found shelter in a building 
still standing on the corner of Yates 
and Douglas- streets. The Victoria of 
1S5U was a different proposition from 
the Queen City of to-day, The old fort 
stood intact, with its high palisade, its 
frowning towers and bristling cannon. 
The population numbered about 3,000, 
many of them living under canvas in 
midwinter. >fost of these were the 
abiding remnant of the great tidal wave 
of prospectors, traders and adventurers 
which had invaded the Fraser Valley on 
the discovery of rich diggings along the 
course of the river dilrjing the previous 
season. The bull; of some 32,00(! who 
thus came had already left; but .among 
those who remained were not a few 
who became "empire-makers" for the 
nation mnd good soldiers of Jesus Christ 
as well. 

Of churches there were at that time 
hut two in tho city — Olirist church. 011 
'the hill, with Rev. Edward ( 'ridge, 
colonial chaplain, as incunubeut; and St. 
Andrew's, on Humboldt street, under 
'the care of Rev. Dr. Demurs, first bishop 
of the Roman Catholic denomination. 

From His Excellency Governor Doug- 
las permission was obtained to use an

I 'White, iiml that among the Indians by 
1 (Mr. Thomas Crosby, .who then began 
I 'his career of usefulness as an apostle to 
the red man. first on the east coast of 
1 Vancouver Island, then in the Fraser

i son and along the northwest coast from 
I V'ape Mudge to Wrangel, Mr. Crosby, 
I 'notwithstanding his "labors more abun- 
dant" and his many hair - breadth 
escapes, is still in nclive service, and,

Cornelius Bryant, a Wesleyan day 
school graduate from England, who bad 
.been in charge of the public school in 
the Black Diamond City for two ye ire. 
Under itho influence of Mr. Brown: ig .s 
eloquence and zeal there was soon gath- 
ered a group of members very similar 
',0 those who originally crowded around 
Wesley when be began his evangelistic 
work on Kingswood Common, 'the old 
fire was thus kindled afresh on the 
■shores of the Pacific. , 
The writer was assigned to the worK

' Mr. White took up his residence in 
the embryo city of Queens'horo now 
Cs'ew Westminster, living with ins family 
in one half of a cot ton tent, and preach- 
ing at 'first under the sshnde of a large 
■spruce tree on the bank of the river. 
Mr Wihi to soon became well known' in 
'the Royal City, not only as a faithful 
minister of the gospel, hut. also as a wise 
hnd progressive citizen and safe adviser 
■to the "cheecha'cos" of the early 1 ; six tics. 

• Dr Evans, meanwhile, with his circle 
of loyal helpers, built up in Victoria a 
Wrong and prosperous church, which has 
bxerted a distinct influence for, good 
upon the spiritual character and citizen- 
ship of the country. 
1 Changes, of course, took place tinder 
'Wesley's rule of itinera ucy, the pioneer 
missionaries changing with each other 
tind new men entering the field from 
Unie to time, and thus the bounds of 
the original missions wore enlarged and 
new ones created, so as to reach with 
the frospel message the "regions be- 

>0 ")iiring the summer of 1802 Dr. 
Evans and Mr. Browning spent some 
months preaching to the crowds that 
thronged the auriferous creeks of Cari- 
boo; the El Dorado of that day. Then- 
visit was repeated the following season. 
' The writer, with Xaiiaimo as a centre, 
extended his ministrations to the settlers 
'on die east coast of Vancouver Island, 
from Cowichan on the- south to Comox 
on the north; nnd, later, from New 
Westminster, to Moodyvillo. Hastings 
(now Vancouver). Maple Ridge, Lang- 
iei, Sumns and Chilliwack.

■ Nor have the Japanese been forgotten.

rais, d up from among them to carry the- 
glad tidings to their fellow-countrymen.

In harmony with the teachings and 
example of her founder and with her

In 
addition to the large number of Sunday 
schools, there are carried on no les!5 
•than sixteen week-day mission schools,, 
four boarding schools and industrial in- 
stitutes. Also Columbian College, New 
'Westminster, the first incorporated col- 
•lcge doing university work in the 
•province, with its deportments of arts, 
science, business and theology, and giv- 
ing a full ladies' college course as well. 

■ Tims from the small commencement 
in 1.859 has come one of the leading 
religious denominations .of this glorious- 
province, and one which has ever stood 
for civil liberty, religious equality, clean 
citizenship nnd moral reform. 

■ While, with Wesley, each Methodist 
preacher may regard the world as his 
parish, he should also remember that,, 
as the friend of all. his business is to 
"spread Scriptural holiness through all 
■the land."

POTPOURRI MAKING. 

The clover woman begins gathering 
fragrant things for potpourri with spring 
lemoris and oranges, selecting those 
-whose peel is full -of oil in the pores and 
which have a strong scent. Tho best 
way to keep these is to pare very thin 
and lay the shreds on nianila paper 
thinly spread. 

Tho first heavy-scented blossoms of 
-spring, narcissus ami hyacinth, do not 
cuter in potpourri. The petals aro too 
fleshy, turn to water, and decay. So 
with tuberose and lily, which cannot be 
dried to retain perfume. 'But gather the 
.wayside things, vernal grass and mints 
of all sorts, the first fronds of young 
fern, especially tho cinnamon fern, sweet 
fern, leaf, berry and bark, ■baybcrry, 
ami cedar berries left over winter, with 
pounds of apple and cherry blossoms iu 
season. 

Of flowers, nothing but the petals are 
wanted .'for scent.* Spread these thinly 
on the mosquito netting in a dry room 
with a window open in fair wea'ther. 
Do not pick blossoms after rain or fog, 
uiitii the moisture is quite out of them, 
and dry iu as cool a room ins possible; 
When the petals begin to curl and 
wither at the edges, hasten them into 
jars for keeping. A straight-sided 
stohewear jar is good for the (first, pro- 
<;ess of potpourri, which is to press all 
wu peril nous water out of the ilowers. 
'.First put in the wilted blossoms three 
inches deep, then a sprinkling of tho 
Sliest dry table salt, thick as frost, moio 
flowers, more salt, till your gathering is 
exhausted. A heavy lid, which should 
be a thick round tile, or a lead, or a 
heavy hardwood disk with ri kr.ob to 
lift it by, slides down iii tho j.ir rill it

While, all things considered, mining in 
the province is maintaining a steady and 
reasonably, satisfactory rate of progress, 
most of" us would, like to see matters 
move along a bit faster. The fact is 
that the industry sadly needs it "pick- 
me-up"— something to give it new blood 
and life. It: is after all a very young 
child, and its constitution has been 
severely taxed by the diseases and 
afflictions peculiar to immaturity. A 
strohg tonic in the shape of) (say) the 
discovering of a new rich gold area 
would unquestionably exercise a most 
salutary effect. There is, however, ono 
difficulty in the way— a serious one, per- 
haps. It may not be easy to obtain this 
panacea. Unfortunately, the man we 
expect to find it .for us— the prospector — 
is much less in evidence to-day than b6 
was a few years ago; that is also one 
of the symptoms of the industrial 
malady. But nevertheless it is not, un- 
likely that recent discoveries and de- 
velopments iu the new district of Fish 
iCreek, which is only a small section of 
the promising ILardeau area, may not be 
sullicient to give the industry tho .fillip 
it requires and create among investors 
the revival of interest and coufideuce iu 
the resources of the province. "Boom- 
ing" nowadays is no longer fashionable, 
which for many reasons may be consid- 
ered a blessing. But it is impossible 
to hear of the frequent neiv discoveries 
and the satisfactory results attending 
operations in and about Camborne, with- 
out hope and elation. After all, thor« 
is nothing like a free-milling camp to 
make u speedy showing, and with 
English investors at least thore is a 
strong prejudice in favor of mines of 
this class. Two more stamp mills are 
now in course of erection in tlua locality 
and— well, we shall see. Then thero is 
the recently reported Poplar Creek dis- 
covery of astonishingly rich gold quart.; 
but it is. of course, somewhat early to 
discuss this as yet. 

Reports from the Yiuir district art 
good. At the beginning of tho month, 
the Arlington, at Erie, resumed ship- 
ments, and several carloads of ore have 
■been sent out averaging ijs r ><) per ton. 
Tho lessee, Mr. Muffett, has already 
marketed some $20,000 worth of ore, 
anil this was a mine supposed to bo 
worked out !

The council's 
income was £1,279. The council has

All the stores will 
have a dejitli of 00 feet. Tho foundations 
of the building' are on solid rock, every 
foot havi.ug been blasted out at great 
expense, so that there will be no danger 
of settling. .A portion of the tipper 
storey is being set apart for a specially 
constructed concert hall, and in addition 
there will be commodious offices-. Tlie 
Alexandra College of Music, the United 
States Consular office, aud the Giant 
Powder company have -already secured 
quarters in the building, and with such 
nn admirable location, being opposite the 
post office and within a block of the 
proposed C.F.R. hotel, it is hardly like- 
ly that space will be allowed to go ten- 
nntless for any period.

T'Jio number of co-operative 
societies at tlie end of 1902 was 1,038, 
an increase of 104 societies on ten years 
ago.

A RICH TRADES .UNION. 

Tho richest trade union in tho world, 
a unique and powerful organization, is 
located in New York city. On account 
of its unparalleled success in maintain- 
ing the principles of unionism against 
all economic antagonists, it is not 
usually classed among tlie other labor 
bodies, but anyone who applies to it tlie 
ordinary rules of classification will see 
at once thnt it belongs to the trade 
union species. 

Strange as it may seem, and prophetic 
of a labor millennium, this prosperous 
trade union actually owns its own hall— 
n magnificent building that cost, land 
and all, over !?0.00O,00O. 1 Tills beautiful 
"People's palace" is located on Broad 
street, and has become one of the sights 
of the metropolis. It is built of white 
marble, exquisitely carved, with tail 
columns supporting the front portico. 
The main hall, in which tlie union holds 
its regular meetings, is 144 ftiet long 
and 109 feet wide. No convenience 
that money can buy has been forgotten, 
as tho members believe that labor has 
as much right as capital to the time- 
saving inventions of the present day. 

Tlie trade union hall is lighted and 
heated by electricity. A ventilating 
apparatus of the latest kind supplies it 
with 12,000,000 cubic feet of air every 
hour. To enable the members to keep 
in close touch with their employers, the 
hull is equipped with 2-17 miles of elec- 
tric wiring, six miles of pneumatic 
tubing, and also with 1,200 telephones — 
one for every member. In addition to 
these, there are two huge annunciators 
in the main hall, so that if 1111 employer 
wants one of the men ho rrtny be found 
without the loss of nny valuable time. 

It has often been charged that the 
initiation fees of trade unions are too 
high. Some have called down upon 
themselves a great deal of censure be- 
cause they raised tlie fee to the sum of 
$300. But this extraordinary union' 
which we are considering not only limits 
its members to 1,200, but it has suc- 
ceeded in raising the initiation fee from 
$15,000 in 1S03 to $80,000, which was 
tlie amount paid by tlie last successful 
applicant. The union cards of this 
labor organization are therefore worth 
the incredible sum of $96,000. 

As may be imagined, this union is a 
firm believer in short hours and high 
wages. It discovered many years ago 
that eight hours a day were too many 
to allow a skilled worker to do bis best 
work; and coi'-.cqiieuti v .kept up a per- 
sistent agitation until it. reduced its 
working time to five hours a day— from 
10 o'clock until ,'!. It hns always 
shrewdly insisted that its members lie 
paid a commission instead of a weekly 
or daily wage, and- in this regulation, 
perhaps, is tho secret of its prosperity. 
Iu tlie busy seasons these men fre- 
quently make from $5,000 to $30,000 n 
day, being the only employees in tho 
world "who can command $0,000 an hour 
for their services. 

This union excels all other labor bodies 
in the strictness of its discipline.. Even 
though it ('barges a fortune for admit- 
tance,, it suspends or expels any mem- 
ber who is discovered working for loss 
tlnrn the union rate of pay. Anyone 
who has deceived a fellow-member with 
regard to a job is also liable to be ex- 
pelled. The strong feeling of solidarity 
felt "by the members of this union is 
shown by the fact that when they work 
for one another they charge only one- 
fourth, anil in some cases one-sixth, as 
much as their usual rate. 

Like all other labor organizations, thin 
union has never been incorporated. It 
has always maintained that its vrorfl. 
of honor was sufficient in the keeping of 
any agreement. It has also found. that 
by being unincorporated it lias a better 
control over its members, being able to 
expel any culprit without being dragged 
into the courts. 

What! You say this is merely a 
walking delegate's dream! Not at nil. 
Tlie name of this most prosperous of all 
trade unions is the New York Stock 
Exchange.— Boycc's Weekly.

The guest who is joining her first 
house party should give considerable 
thought to the clothes she will take 
with her, If the host and hostess ore 
known to go in for athletic sports, she 
will prepare accordingly.

The guest should never fail to notify her 
hostess of the hour of her nrrival, and un- 
less her invitation expressly stales other- 
wise, she should leave with the other 
guests on Monday. Last, but not least, 
the finicky girl, the girl who never feels 
quite sure that she wants to do what 
tho others like, should stay away from! 
the house party, unless she expects to 
be placed on her hostess' black list for- 
ever. The house party is no place for 
the whimsical, capricious girl; but tho 
wholesome, fun-loving, tactful girl la 
always in. demand for the week-end 
functions.

Don't fail to remember this rule, that 
in walking you - should carry yourself 
so that a plumb line, dropped from 
your nose, would fall just an inch in 
front of your great toe, 

Don't bend the knees in walking. 
No one wants to appear "weak- 
kneed." If you do, you cannot -be a 
poem when you walk.
